treasurer from the penalties of his official bond ; 
it would have, in many ways, conduced to 
promote the welfare of the business community 
in which tt was situated. There were several 
men of reputediy large wealth on the board of 
directors. These had assured the comptroller 
that the sum of $250,000 would be promptly 
aid in as soon as the assessment was made. 
his assurance was repeated to him just at the 
moment when he was called upon to decide 
which of.the two penalties should be applied. 
The assessment, if paid in as ies upon, 
would prevent a disastrous and scandalous 
failure, while the harsher alternative could 
bring nothing but serious loss and much suf- 
fering to many. 

In the honest exercise of his discretion, the 
comptroller determined to give the stockhold- 
ers one last chance, and imposed an assess- 
ment of $250,000. Failing to secure its pay- 
ment after fourteen business days, he closed 
the association.“ 

THE DELAYED RECEIVERSHIP.

This criticism is of very little importance in 
any event, and has been pretty fully discussed 
already. In closing this tranch of the sub- 
ject, in justice to one whose name has been 

rought into discugston by this failure, I desire 
to say that Hon. John Wanamaker has never, 
directly or indirectly, suggested or solicited 
one day’s delay in the closing of the bank, nor 
in the appointment of a receiver, except as ap- 
pears by a telegram hereinafter quoted. In 
fact, I have met him but once during the pres- 
ent year, and that meeting was on the 21st 
day of March, at the suggestion and in the 
presence of Hon. A. B. Nettleton, then acting 
as secretary of the treasury. This interview 
‘was the day after the Keystone bank was 
closed, and the failure was fully discussed. 
He substantially contirmed the information I 
received from Mr. Marsh, and said that he 
held as a pledge certificates representing about 
2,500 shares of stock in tne — bank, 
and that he had declined to surrender them 
unless the Lucas estate would pay 
him the amount of his due. 
I urged him to tse his influence in aid 
of the effort being made to reopen the 
bank. He promised to look into the matter 
the same night on his return to Philadelphia, 
and I telegraphed Drew to call upon him with 
a statement of the assets and liabilities of the 
bank, and to facilitate in every way possible 
his taking an active interest in the scheme for 
reorganization. I failed, however, in my at- 
tempt to enlist him in the enterprise, and so 
ended all communication between us on any 
subject connected with the bank’s affairs, ex- 
cept the receipts of of the following telegrams: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, April 2, 
1891. From Postoffice Department, to Hon. Ed- 
ward S. Lacey, Comptroller.—Marsh, of the Key- 
stone bank, came down last night to say that it 
was reported you intend to appoint a receiver of 
the Keystone bank unless something more defi- 
nite is done today. I believe nothing would suf- 
fer from giving them twenty-four hours longer, at 
the end of which they may put on paper something 
more definite to be presented to you. From what 
he says they are getting along well in securing 
subscriptions to the new stock. I would recom- 
mend that the appointment of a receiver be de- 
ferred,say,onejday, until hehas opportunty to state 
something more definite. JOHN WANAMAKER. 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, April

I desire to make this disclaimer comprehen- 
sive and explicit as possible. In concluding 
this statement I deem it my duty to say that 
in my opinion, the several reports made by the 
bank examiner did not reflect the true condi- 
tion of the bank under consideration. The 
degree of blaine, if any, which properly at- 
taches to Mr. Drew, is yet to be ascertained. 
He is entitled, by reason of his long and hith- 
erto acceptable service, to an impartial inves- 
tigation and a fair hearing. He has recent] 
becn so fully employed, by reason of the fail- 
ure of the Keystone and Spring Garden 
national banks, that it has as yet been found 
impracticable to give the matter the consider- 
ation its importance demands. In the mean- 
time. however, he has been directed to suspend 
examinations until the facts are submitted 
and a conclusion reached.“ 

THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY REPLIES. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 14.—United States 
District Attorney R. J. Read said tonight in 
regard to the statement of Comptroller Lacey, 
that he (Lacey) had supposed him to be in full 
possession of the knowledge of the criminal 
acts of Marsh. “I wish to say posi- 
tively that I had no knowledge of 
any criminal act by any living official 
until after the bank was closed. i did not 
know until after the bank was closed that 
Marsh’s reports to the comptroller of cur- 
rency were false. Atthe conference held at 
Attorney General Miller’s, on or about the 
27th or 28th of March, the utmost discretion was 
given me in making arrests. At the confer- 
ence at which Comptroller Lacey was present, 
it was acquiesced in that it would be inad- 
visable to make any arrests while there was a 
possibility of reorganization being et- 
fected or the appointment of a 
receiver ayetted. Immediately after Davis 
declined the presidency of the bank, and I 
saw that all hope of reorganization was over, 
I caused the arrest of Marsh and Lawrence. 
Absolute evidence that the reports made by 
Marsh to the comptroller of the currency were 
false, and that the entries made in the books 
by Marsh and Lawrence were false, was not 
submitted to me until after they were ar- 
restod.“

With regard to the comptroller’s statement 
that Examiner Drew’s reports did not show 
the true condition of the Keystone National 
bank, Drew said tonight that heis confident 
the reports showed the condition as accurately 
od be ascertained at the time when 
made.

If we would 
be good Christians we must be as practical, as 
spiritual, and as good to men as we are in praying 
without ceasing. There are Christians who were 
of no practical use to the church, they are 80 ex- 
tremely spiritual. They are controlled 
by their feelings, which run them 
into mysticism and egotism, and they 
imagine themselves saintly par excellence, 
freed from the restrictions and environments 
of all law, human and divine. The whole country 
is full of it. One woman has such an abnormal 
development of it that she claims to have seen 
Jesus standing in the moon talking to her. These 
are the modern Pharisees. 

“It is my purpose now,” said Dr. Hawthorne, “and 
has ever been, to declare the whole counsel of 
God, going to no extreme. True Christianity com- 
bines spirituality with practice, and the true 


Christian has in him the spirit of prayer, mixes 
with his fellow men, helps and elevates them by 
a Godly example.” 

He spoke of the exvitable class of Christians 
who once a year got so full of free grace that 
they put the stars under their feet and declare 
thatno man belongs to the commonwealth of 
Israel who does not see as they see.

Be- 
fore ply. this thought, every one 
sees its application. Here is this old world, 
and it is off track. Sin and sorrow have 
collided with it. The groan of agony is four- 
teen hundred million-voiced. God has opened 
for relief and cure a great sanitarium, a great 
house of mercy, aad all its shelves are filled 
with balsams, with catholicons, with help, 
glorious help, tromendous help, help so — 5 
administered that you need not get upon any 
step ladder to reach it. You can reach it on 
our knoes and then hand it to all the suffer- 
ng and the sinning and the dying. Comfort 
for all the troubled! Pardon for all the 
guilty! Peace for all the dying! But while 


for lack of it, what of the church? hy, it is 
full of fighting doctors. On the top shelf are 
some old bottles which, several hundred years 
ago, Caivin, or Arminius, or the members ef 
the synod of Dort, or the formers of the 
Nicene creed, filled with holy mixtures, and 
until we get a revision of these old bottles and 
find out whether we must take a teaspoonful 
or tablespoonful, and whether before or after 
meals, let the nations suffer and groan and 
die. Save the bottles by all means, if you 
cannot save anything else! 

Now, what part shall you and I take in this 
contfoversy which fills ali Christendom with 
clangor? My advice is: Take no part. In 
time of riot all mayors of cities advise good 
citizens to stay athome orin their places of 
business and in this time of religious riot I 
advise you to go about your regular work for 
God. Leave the bottles on the higher ‘shelves 
for others to fight about and take the two 
bottles on the shelf in easy reach, the two 
bottles which are all this dying world needs; 
the one filled with a potion which is for the 
cleansing of allsin, the other filled with a 
potion which is for the soothing of all suffer- 
ing. Two gospel bottles! Christ mixed 
them out of his own tears and blood. In 
them is no human admixture. Spend no 
time on the mysteries! Lou, a man only 
five or six feet high. ought not try to wade 
an ocean 1,000 feet deep. My own experience 
has been vivid. I devoted the most of my 
time for years in trying te understand God’s 
eternal decrees, and I was determined to find 
out why the Lord let sin come into the world, 
and I set out to explore the doctrine of the 
trinity, and with a yardstick to measure the 
throne of the infinite. As with all my prede- 
cessors, the attempt was a dead failure. For 
the last thirty years I have hot spent two min- 
utes in studying the controverted points of 
theology, andif I live thirty years longer I 
will not spend the thousandth part of a sec- 
ond in such exploration. I know two things, 
and these I will devote all the years of my hfe 
in proclaiming: God will, through Jesus 
Christ, pardon sin, and he will coinfort 
trouble. 

Creeds have their uses, but just now the 
church is creeded to death. The young men 
entering the ministry, are going to be launched 
in the thickest fog that ever settled on the 
coasts. As I am told that in all our services 
students of Princeton and Union and Drew 
and other theological seminaries are present, 
and as these words will come to thousands of 
young men who are soon to enter the ministry, 
let me say to such and through them to their 
associates, keep out of the bewildering, be- 
littling, destroying and angry controversies 
— The questions our doctors of divinity 
are trying to settle will not be settled until 
the day after the day of judgment. It is 
such a pooreconomy of time to spend years 
and years in trying to fathom the un- 
fathomable, when in five minutes in heaven 
we will know all we want to know. Wait 
till we get our throne. Wait until the 
light of eternity flashes upon our newly as- 
cended spirits. It is useless for ants on differ- 
ent sides of a mole-hill to try to discuss the 
comparative heights of Mount Blanc and 
Mount Washington. Let me say to all young 
men about to enter the ministry that soon the 
greatest novelty in the world will be the un- 
adulterated religion of Jesus Christ. Preach 
that and you will have a crowd. The world 
is sick to regurgitation with the modern quacks 
in religion. The world has been swinging off 
from the old gospel but it will swing back and 
by the time you young men go into the pulpits 
the cry will coming from all the millions of 
mankind Give us the bread of life; no 
sweetened bread, no breafl with the 9 
raisins stuck here and there into it, but old- 
fashioned bread as God our mother mixed it 
and baked it!“ 

You see, God knew as much when He made 
the Bible as He knows now. He bas not 
learned a single thing ia 6,000 years. He 
knew at the start that the human race would 
go wrong, and what would be the best means 
of its restoration and redemption. And the 
law which was thundered pu Mount Sinai, 
from whose top I had the two tables of stone 
in yonder wall transported, is the perfect law. 
And the gospel which Christ announced while 
dying on that mount from which I brought 
that stone in yonder wall, and which Paul 
preached on that hill from which I brought 
vonder granite, is the gospel that is 
going to save the world. Young man, 
put on that gospel armor! No other 
sword will triumph like that.

study for the gospel ministry, will pat them- 
selves under the care of some intelligent and 
warm-hearted pastor, and kneel with him in 
family prayer at the parson and go with 
him into the room of the sick and the dying, 
and see what victories the grace of God can 

n when the couch of the dying saint is the 

thon. 

That is the way the mighty ministers of the 
gospel were made in olden times. Oh, for a 
great wave of revival to roll oyer our theologi- 
cal seminaries and our pulpitsand our churches 
and our courts and over all 
Christendom! ‘hat would bethe end of con- 
troversy. While such a deluge would float 
the ark of God higher and higher, it would 
all ory bears and a reptiles of — 
eccle : 
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stilts! Get it down out of the high towers! 
Get it on a level with the wants and woes 

our gost human race! Get it out of the dusty 
theological books that few people read and put 
it in their hearts and lives. Good thing it is to 
profess religion when you join the church, but 
— . day, somehow, we ought to profess reli- 

on. 

A peculiar patchwork quilt was, during the 
civil war, made by a lady and sent to the hos- 
pitals at the front. She hada boy in the army, 
and was naturally interested in the welfare of 
soldiers. But what a patchwork quilt she 
sent! On every block of the quilt was a pass- 
age of scripture ora verse of a hymn. The 
months and years of the war went by. On 
that quilt many a wounded man had lain 
and suffered and died. But one morning the 
hospital nurse saw a patient under that blan- 
ket kissing the figure of a leaf in the quilt, 
and the nurse supposed he was only wander- 
ing in his mind. But, no; he was the son of 
the mother who had made the quilt, 
and he recognized that figure of a leaf 
as part of a gown his mother used to wear, and 
it reminded him of home. Do you know 
where this quilt came from?” he asked, The 
nurse answered, I can find out, for there was 
a card pinned fast to it, and I will find that’, 
Sure enough, it confirmed what he thought. 
Then the nurse. pointed to a passage of scrip- 
ture inthe block of the quilt, the passage 
which says: When he was yet a great way 
off his father saw him and ran and fell on 
his neck and kissed him.“ es, said 
the dying soldier, I was a great way off, 
but God has met me and had compassion 
on me.” Shall I write to your mother 
and tell ber that the lost one is found and 
the dead is alive again?” He answered, 
“I wish you would, if it would not be 
too much trouble.” Do you suppose that 
woman who made that quilt and filled it with 
scripture passages had any trouble about who 
Melchizedek was or how the doctrine of God's 
sovereignty can be harmonized with man’s free 
agency, or who wrote the Pentateuch, or the 
inconsistencies of the Nicene creed? No, no; 
go to work for God and suffering humanity 
and all your doubts and fears and mysteries 
and unbeliefs put together will not be heavy 
enough tostir the chemist’s scales, which is 
accustomed to weighing one-fiftieth part of a 
grain of chamomile flowers. Why stop a mo- 
ment to understand the mysteries when there 
are so many certitudes? Why spend our 
time exploring the dark garrets and coal holes 
of a great palace which has above ground 100 
rooms flooded with sunshine? It takes all my 
time to absorb what has been revealed, so that 
Ihave no time to upturn and root out and 
drag forth what has not been revealed. The 
most of the effort to solve mysteries and ex- 
plore the inexplicable and harmonize things, 
isan attempt to help the Lord out of theo- 
logical difficulties. Good enough intention, 
my brother, no doubt; but the Lord is not 
anxious to have you help him. He will keep 
His throne without your assistanve. Don’t be 
afraid that the Bible will fall apart from in- 
consistencies. It hung together many cen- 
turies before you were born, and your faneral 
sermon will be preached from a text taken 
from its undisturbed authenticity. 

Do you know that I think that if all minis- 
ters in all denominations would stop this non- 
sense of ecclesiastical strife and take hold the 
word of God, the only question with each of 
us being how many souls we can bring to 
Christand in how short a time, the Lord 
would soon appear for the salvation ofall 
nations! When the young queen of England 
visited Scotland many years ago, great prepa- 
rations were niade for herreception. The vés- 
sel in which she sailed was far out at sea, hut 
every hill in Scotland was illumined with bon- 
fires and torches. The night wis set on fire 
with artificial illumination. The queen, 
standing on the ship's deck, knew 
from that that Scotland was full of 
heartiest welcome, and the thunder of the 
great gunsat Glasgow and Edinburgh castle 
woke up all the echoes. Boom! they sounded 
out over the sea. Boom! they sounded me 
among the hills. Do you know that I thin 
that our King would land if we were only 
ready to receive Him? Why not call to Him 
from all our churches, from all our hospitals, 
from all our homes? Why not all at once 
light all the torches of gospel invitation? Why 
not ring all the bells of welcome? Why not 
light up the long night of the world's sin and 
suffering with bontires of victory? Why not 
unlimber all the gospe! batteries, and let them 
boom across the earth, and boom into ithe 

arting heavens? The King is ready to land 

wo are ready to receive Him. Why cannot 
we who aré now living see His descent? Must 
it all bo postponed to later ages? Has not our 
poor world groaned long enough in mor- 
tal agonies? Have there not been mar- 
tyrs enough, and have not the 
lakes of tears and the rivers of blood been deep 
enough? Why cannot the final glory roll in 
now? Why cannot this dying century feel 
the incoming tides of the oceans of heavenly 
mercy? Must our eyes close in death and our 
ears take on the deafness of the tomb, and 
these hearts beat their last thob before the 
day comes in? Oj Christ! Why tarriest 
Thou? Wilt Thou not, before we goſthe way 
of all the earth, let us see Thy scarred feet un- 
der some noonday cloud coming this way? Be- 
fore we die let us behold Thy hands that were 
spiked, spread out in benediction fora lost 
race. And why not let us, with our mortal 
ears, hear that voice which spoke peace as 
Thou didst go up. speak pardon and emancipa- 
tion and Jove aud holiness and joy to all na- 
tions as thou comést down?

on. It stands for hope. It stands for heaven. 
Christos! In that name we were baptised. In 
that name we took our first sacrament. That 
will be the battie shout that will win the whole 
world for God. Christos! Putit on our ban- 
ners when we mach! Put it on our lips when 
we die! Put it in the funeral psalm at our ob- 
sequies! Put it on the plain siab over our 
grave! Christos! Blessed be His glorious 
name forever! Amen!

This Is Shameful. 

We have more than once called attention 
to the fact that Georgia is gaining an unen- 
viable notoriety on account of the manner 
in which children are ruined in body and 


soul under our crude system of penal laws. 


Occasionally a ten-year-old boy gets into 
jail. Not long ago two girls stopped in At- 
lanta on their way to a convict camp, but 
fortunately the prompt action of the gov- 
ernor and a number of citizens caused them 
to be sent to a reformatory. 

And now Columbus comes to the. front 
with a fifteen-year-old white girl, who, 
being unable to pay a fine for disorderly con- 
duct, was sent to work with negroes on the 
rock pile, and locked up at night in a hot 
cell with the vilest of negro women. Of 
this case The Enquirer-Sun says: 

Crowding the girl together with vile negro fe- 
males can never bring about a reform. She will 
be released more wicked and hardened in her sin- 
ful ways. 

It would be well for the grand jury, which 
meets on Monday, tolook into this matter, and, if 
possible, suggest some arrangement whereby this 
herding together of white girls and negro women 
in the jail can be avoided. This girl may be bad, 
but she is young, and not beyond reclaiming. It 
18 a shame and disgrace that the punishment 
provided for disorderly conduct should require 
this child to be sent to the rock pile to work with 
negroes in the day time, and at night be huddled 
in the same toom with a lot of dirty negro fe- 
males. Evenin the state convict.camps, public 
sentiment has demanded that the races and sexes 
be kept separate. It would seem to be the duty of 
the county to have such accommodations at the 
jail, and the grand jury may find right here a 
good field for reform and investigation, 

It will be said that under our system such 
hardships must sometimes occur, as we have 
no reformatory for children and women. 

The explanation won't do. We have no 
business with such a system. Then it 
should be recollected that a judge can sus- 
pend sentence. Rather than send a child, 
a girl, to the chaingang to consort with 
hardened criminals, would it not be better 
to stretch the power of the court to the ut- 


most limit ? 


This is the view we take of the matter, 


and if this penal crusade against the chil- 


dren is to go on, there will be such a swell- 
ing chorus of protests from the good people 
of the country that it will shame us into 


doing our duty. As a civilized people we 
cannot let this disgraceful business go on. 


Burning the ‘Candle at Both Ends. 

Rudyard Kipling’s untimely physical col- 
lapse recalls the similar misfortune of Hugh 
Conway. 

The two had about the same experience. 
When they were very young men they sud- 
denly achieved a phenomenal success as 
story writers. Flattered by the unstinted 
praise of the public, and tempted by the 
money-making opportunities held out to 
them, they worked night and day to supply 
the demand for their writings. 

Conway turned out as much copy in a 
year as he ought to have written in five 
years. He wrote until the pen dropped from 
his nerveless hand, went to Italy for his 
health, and died. Kipling is traveling the 
same road. He has crowded the work of 
five years into one year. Now, he is down 
with consumption, and has been sent to 
Italy probably to die at the age of twenty- 
five. 

These young men tried to burn the can- 
dle at both ends. They tried to work with- 
out sleep or rest or recreation. They were 
determined to win fame and fortune all at 
once. 

We believe in hard work, and plenty of it. 
It will not hurt a man within reasonable 
limits, but the fact must be recognized that 
a man has his limits. He is not a perpetual 
motion machine. If he tries to defy the 
laws of nature he will break down, collapse 
and quit work forever. 

But there seems to be an intoxication 
about overwork thatis beyond the reach of 
the ordinary mothods of temperance re- 
form. 


The Needs of the Hour. 

The time is fast approaching when grave 
responsibility will fall on men in public 
office. 

In ordinary times the administration of 
the government is not so difficult but that it 
may be successfully undertaken by men of 
moderate talent and good executive ability, 
coupled with old-fashioned honesty. We have 
had presidents of the United States who got 
through their terms of office in a respectable 
fashion who coud not have administered 
the affairs of a great railroad corporation 
successfu.ly fora day or an hour. The same 
is true in a greater degree of less important 


| officers and members of congress. The 


business of ordinary times may be done by 
ordinary men, and the scramble for office 
brings to the front a great many who are 
more skilled in the arts of the politician than 
in the science of statesmanship. 

That great, sluggish mass which we call 
the people, is indifferent, and even long suf- 
fering, until misgovernment becomes too 
grievous to be borne. Then indifference 
gives place to indignation, and inertia be- 
comes momentum; the great mass which 
appeared to be dead is alive with energy, 
and where it had been dumb, is has a thou- 
sand voices, all angry and impatient. It is 
then that the politician is paralyized; ordi- 
nary tactics are of no avail, and the familiar 
face of the place seeker is no more greeted 
with amiable satisfaction. His honeyed 
phrases fail to elleit the customary applause, 
and his half-way measures are treated with 
ill-disguised contempt. When the popular 
heart is deeply moved and its conscience | 
aroused, men who mean nothing are impa- 
tiently brushed aside, and the bold, blunt 
man who strikes at the core of the dominant

At such times, superficial men seek to | 
attack principles which are true and eternal, 
wrongly attributing injustice t6 time-hon- 
ored principles, when it is the violation that 
is the cause of all the trouble.

the worse for the country. Change becomes 
inevitable, and in default of statesmanship, 
conservatism will be thrown to the winds, 
and the wheels of progress will be turned 
backward. It is at such times that states- 
manship has its greatest opportunity and its 
greatest rewards. Within its reach is some 
great boon for humanity. Great progress is 
not to be expected in times of inactivity and 
indifference. We may look to the taking of 
some great step forward as the result of all 
this commotion, and if there is no such ad- 
vance we may conclude that there were no 
men equal to the opportunity. 

Within the next few years there will be 
mighty changes in this country,and there isa 
tremendous responsibility resting on the men 
who hold office or influence. It is a time 
for sober thought and honest grappling with 
the great questions of the time. 
has come and it will take men to meet it. 


More Russian Persecution. 

The Russians persecute other people be- 
sides the Jews, 

An English traveler, H. B. Lambert, is 
authority for the statement that the Metho- 
dists in southern and western Russia are 
having a very hard time. One Petroff, a 
Methodist minister of five years standing, 
was recently arrested for preaching, and was 
locked upin prison with murderers and 
thieves, He is not allowed to write a letter 
or see his friends. He has never been tried, 
but it is reported that he will be exiled to 
Siberia, Two other ministers of the same 
denomination are also in prison, both 
charged with holding meetings that were at- 
tended by the orthodox. These men were 
secretly tried, and they will be sent to Si- 
beria. 

Over a dozen families at Balta have been 
banished. They were orthodox people, and 


were arrested for attending Methodist meet- 


ings. Inthe city of Kieff a Protestant min- 
ister has been sentenced to one year in 
prison for preaching to the orthodox. Thirty 
members of his congregation have been sent 
to jail for three months. 

This inhuman treatment of Protestants 
should cause the United States and other 
Protestant countries to interfere as vigor- 
ously as possible under the circumstances, 
If several governments can be induced to 
unite in an earnest appeal for religious free- 
dom in Russia the czar and his ministers 
will be forced by the moral pressure of the 
world’s opinion to check the crusade now 
going on against the Jews and Protestants, 
It is simply monstrous in this enlightened 
age for a civilized government to banish and 
imprison men because. they desire to wor- 
ship Godin their own way. The czar has 
gone back to the methods of three centuries 
ago, and his cruel despotism instead of 
strengthenifg his throne will undermine it, 
and drive his subjects in their desperation 
to become nihilists and assassins, 

When the autocrat of all the Russias is 
afraid of afew Methodist village preachers 
he is in a very bad way. It is a very shaky 
empire that cannot stand freedom of con- 
science.

CULTURE MUST BE ADDED. 

However valuable we may consider the practi- 
cal branches of education, to this must be added 
the broadest and most liberal culture to develop 
the noblest and highest type of civilization. 

Lord Bacon said that the most learned nations 
of the past were the wealthiest, the most power- 
ful the freest. 

The same element that elevates the savage 
above the brute, exalis the civilized man above 
the savage, and gives to nations superior power 
and prestige. 

The development of that spark of divinity which 
dweils within us enables man to master the forces 
of nature and convert them into the handmaids of 
civilization ; brings into play his noblest faculties ; 
givesa new charm to the beauties which lie 
around him, and opens his heart to the fullest ap- 
preciation of the true, the beautiful and the good. 

So limited is the capacity of the ignorant for 
enjoyment, so little can they achieve by their 
labor, that it has been said “a boy is better un- 
born than untaught.” 

The greatness of a people, their power, prestige 
and national character, is measured by the de- 
gree in which they possess individual culture, 
wealth and liberty. These biessings are bestow:d 
only upon the votaries of learning. 

The people who have possessed these have at- 
tained such intellestüal heigbts as to give 
birth to men of towering genius, who have made 
illustrious their civilization—men who have felt 
that one glorious hour of crowded life was worth 
an ace without a name. 

Following the downfall of the Roman empire 
intellectual darkness settled upon western Eu- 
rope. Learning. a captive of the clergy, was a pris - 
oner in the gloomy walls of the convent. Liberty, 
oppressed by the despotism of the east and stran- 
gled by the ignorance and superstition of the 
west, seemed in her death throes. After centuries 
of night morning came. In the early dawn learn- 
ing advanced with majestic brow and stately 
tread, and in her wake came unshackled liberty, 
with Lleeding limbs, inspiring the pride and am- 
bition of a people whose intellect was to create 
the most wonderful civilization known to man. 
From this dawn of intellectual light it will be ob- 
served that the advance of knowledge aroused the 
spirit of liberty among the people, increased their 
wealth, brought comforts to their homes, raised 
the standard of manhood and gave consideration 
and dignity to the masses. 

THE VALUE OF KNOWLEDGE. 

Knowledge isthe fount of all biessing which 
can be secured by human effort. 

There is no liberty without law, and no wise 
law save at the command of an enlightened peo- 

le. Even in the government of a monarehy the 
st laws come in response to the wishes of a peo- 
ple who have the wisdom to discern the needs of 
the country and the power to mould that. public 
sentiment which brooks no resistance. 

Léarning is not a light that can be hidden—it is 
but the accumulative thought of the ages, and 
the greater it grows the more powerful the light 
it sends torth. No nation that possesses learning 
can prevent its light and influence reaching all 
her people, and giving life and growth to her ma- 
terial interests. This gives to modern civilization 
its existence, its strength and its beauty. 

We are apt to look no deeper than the surface— 
to think too much of the spacious 
harbor teeming with stéps burdened with the 
riches of commerce, the busy looms, the humming 
factories, the. thundering trains, the splendid 
cities and forget that the soul which inspires and 
sustains all these is mental culture. 

Take from the little isle of Great Britain this 
imperial power and her factories, her ships, her 
commerce, her wealth, her power will disappear 
as if at the command of amagician. She might 
for a time 
would be the sacred fire that warms the imaye 
into life. 

Early in the history of this great republic her 
wisest statesmen foresaw that to fulfill her sacred 
mission she mustenlighten her people. At the 
behnest of Adams the constitution of the state of 
Massachusetts embodied tne doctrine that the 
state should educate the people. The dearest am- 
bition of Jefferson for his own state was to hive 
her rfeot an educational system 
stretching like a ladder from the 
common school to a great university. 

This was not the purpose of an aristocrat who 
desired a university for the exclusive benefit of 
the favored few, but of that illustrous patriot who 
rebelled not alone against the tyranny of Great 
Britain, but against aristocracy and monarchy, 
who comprehended the true spirit of the revolu- 
tion and genius of our government, who wor- 
shiped the spirit of democracy and battled for 
the rights of}the masses. He knew that great 
seats of learning which advanced the interests of 
all were productive of a wealth of literature, of a 
= national! intellect, of inventive genius, of 
ndustrial and agricultural greatness, and that 
learning was the invincible foe of tyranny and 
the mightiest champion of the people's liberties. 

THE MOST HURTPUL OF HERESIES.

But for the great nurseries of learning, pre- 
serving the wealth of literature and knowledge of 
the past, enriching others with their own discoy- 
eries, making them more attractive by their ge- 
nius, shedding their light over nations and con- 
tinents, the achievements of modern civilization 
would have jbeen imvossible; the rich and the 
poor, the capitalist and the laborer could not now 
eujoy the comforts and luxuries of this wonder- 

ul age. 

In spite of the unjust, unequal distribution of 
wealto, the man of moderate means of today can 
enjoy more of the luxuries of life than were a few 
centuries ago at the command of the prince and 
and the nobleman. blessings of 
knowledge enrich the lives of all—with magic 
touch they give comfort, light and joy to the cot- 
tage and the palace. 

The mariner’s compass, the cotton gin, the 
steam engine, electricity, machinery in its mani 
fold forms, all of which are the products of learn- 
ing, have made possible the industries of the 
world, the commerce of nations, and their influ- 
ence is feltin every mind and in every home. 
They have increased the reward of the laborer and 
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teeming with bitter memories, but with an un- 
broken spirit, the confederate soldier exemplified 
the loftiest patriotism and the sublimest heroism 
when, gazing over the ruins of his once prosper- 
ous country, be said: This is my country, and I 
consecrate my life to the restoration of her 
wealth, her power and her greatness.”’ 

Promptly, with courage and wisdom,

For some time past complaints have been 
coming to the sheriff and chief of police from 
citizens in the neighborhood about a big gang 
of negroes who congregate in the woods near 
Clark university on Sundays. 

They gather there to drink whisky, play 
cards, shoot craps and generally make the 
country round about hideous with their orgies. 

Yesterday morning Sheriff Barnes and Chief 
Connolly held a conference over the situation, 
which resulted in a determination to break up 
this gang of negro toughs. 

Captain Pink Maniey, with Detectives 
Bedford, Cason, Crim, Green and Officers 
Sewell, Mehatfey and Holt, headed by Sheritf 
Barnes, boarded the Pryor street dummy yes- 
terday about 11 o’clock, and when they ar- 
rived at the rendezvous of the gang, scattered 
through the woods with the purpose of clos- 
ing in on their prey. 

There were about forty negroes in all, 
gathered in a crowd around a beer keg and a 
small ba rroom of whisky bottles, shooting 
„eraps' and drinking. 

The crowd was just full enough to beina 
fighting humor, and when the pclice began 
closing in, there was a general pulling out of 
pistols. 

The police also drew their weapons, but the 
negroes opened fire first. 

For afew minutes the air was blue with 
smoke, and the shots were exchanged thick 
and fast. 

Sheriff Barnes and his squad of policemen 
bebaved like veterans, and pressed right on 
toward the camp of the enemy. 

When the negroes saw that the officers were 
not to be repulsed, they began running in every 
direction, throwing their pistols in the under- 
brush as they went. 


Out of the crowd eleven were captured. 

Their pockets were well loaded with dice, 
cards and nickels. 

They are entered on the state docket for 
gaming.

Toughs, and Cut to Pieces. 


Marshal James M. Caldwell and Postmaster 
John 8. Bowden, of Salt Springs, were seri- 
ously cut by a mob of desperate negroes Satur- 
day night. 

It was a riot. 

The citizens of Cobb county spent yesterday 
from before dawn until late in the morning 
scouring the country for the negrves. 

They were armed with Winchesters and 
shotguns, and it was providential that no lives 
were forfeited for the bloody work of the ne- 
groes. 

The negroes who did the bloody work were 
Jim and Dock Bohannon, Aleck Garrett, 
Mack Linhart and Jim Chandier. Jim Hollis, 
a white man, also took a hand in the riot. 

All have been arrested and are now in jail. 

Bob Milton, a negro, also suspected of hav- 
ing been implicated in the attack on the mar- 
shal and postmaster, was arrested in Atlanta, 
and is looked up in the station house. 

The story of the riot was told in Atlanta yes- 
terday by passengers on the incoming Georgia 
Pacific train. 

A crowd of drunken negro toughs became so 
disorderly in Salt Springs along toward mid- 
night Saturday night that Marshal Caldwell 
attempted to arrest Jim Bohannon, the leader. 

He resisted and drew. a pistol, which he 
began shooting promiscuously, and the mar- 
shal called on Postmaster Bowden for help. 

At this the negroes became more desperase 
than before, and the entire gang closed in on 
the marshal and postmaster. 

Knives and pistols were drawn, and Mar- 
shall Caldwell and Postmaster Bowden both 
received severe stabs. 

Both fell to the ground, at which the negroes 
scattered before other citizens could interfere 
to prevent their escape. , 

Marshal Caldwell was found to be very 
dangerously wounded. He became uncon- 
scious soon after he was picked up, and up to 
late last night had not revived sufficiently to 
talk. 

Postmaster Bowden’s wounds are also seri- 
ous, but not so bad as those received by the 
marshal, 

Who did the stabbing has not yet been 
found out. : 

The news spread quickly, creating intense 
feeling against the negroes, and in a short 
while possees were scouring the woods for the 
perpetrators of the bloody deed. 

During the day six negroes supposed to have 
had a hand in the cutting of the marshal and 
postmaster were captured, and for safe keep- 
ing were taken to the jail at Douglasville. 

Bob Milton, a negro, boarded the incoming 
Georgia Pacific train yesterday morning near 
Salt Springs. His shirt was spotted with 
blood, and his general action caused him to be 
reported tothe police as probably one of the 
negroes engaged in the cutting. When the 
train arrived in Ailanta, he was taken to the 
station louse by Policeman Harper, and there 
a long-bladed knife was found in his pocket. 

Milton said he left Salt Springs because he 
was afraid he might be hurt by the white peo- 
ple, whom he said were going about armed 
with rifles and shotguns.

A Young Mississippian Who Must Stand 
Trial for Murder. 

A young man who could not be, judging by 
his appearance, more than twenty-two or 
twenty-three years of age, stood with shackled 
hands in the carshed yesterday afternoon. 

Near him stood a muscular, determined- 
looking fellow, evidently an officer. 

“His name is Wayne Hill,” 
Deputy Sheriff McEachem, and he’s going 
out to Mississippi to stand trial for murder. I 
captured him in Robertson county, North 
Carolina. Have had him spotted for some 
time, waiting for papers from Governor Stone. 

“His crime? Well, he killed a man out 
near Winona, Montgomery county, about 3 
year ago. Since then he has got married— 
married a pretty little girl. It was asad 
scene, I can tell you, when I took him away 
from her. I don’t know whether ms a 
much of a case against him or not, but do 
know there’s $200 in it for me.”’

e Narthen and his party left at 2:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, on the Georgia 
Pacific. Rev. Dr. Sherrill was the only minis- 
ter though there were several other gentle- 
men nt. Fifteen members of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union were 
in the party, and in addition to these there 
were thirty or forty young men going, most of 
them, in idle curiosity. 

The camp is a picturesque place. Inside the 
high stockade fence are two large frame 
buildings occupied by the prisoners, and a 
third smaller building used as a hospital, all 
clean whitewashed. 

Outside the stockade are a few houses, all 
white, and beyond lies the brick-making plant 
and the Chattahoochee. 

There are 173 convictsin the camp. All of 
these, except a few trusties, were inside the 
stockade. 

The services were held in the large building 
ocenpied by the convicts. Quite a crowd of 
young men were refused admittance, as the 
rules governing the admission of visitors are 
very strict. This excluded the sight-seers. 

The ladies of the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union party and the governor carried 
baskets filled with bouquets. They were 
roses, daisies, cape jasmines, fuchsias, box- 
vine. larkspur. dandelion, magnolias, pinks, 
geraniums, lilies, vioiets and the like. To 
each bouquet was tied a small card, on one 
side of which was printed, A Message for 
You,” and on the other side a scriptural 
quotation. 

Inside the building, where the services were 
held, the convicts were sitting upon the two 
rows of beds that were ranged along 
the walls, while a few were lying 
or reclining upon the beds, and others 
were standing. White and black, old and 
young, were mingied promiscuously; all wear- 
ing loose striped clothing, with chains about 
their ankles. 

A small table served as a pulpit for the 
‘governor, and close by this several benches 
were placed for the visitors. 

The negro convicts, as a rule, manifested an 
interest in the services; the whites, if they 
felt such an interest, were not so ready to 
manifest it. 

The hum of conversation, the clanking of 
chains, the noise of slow moving about, all 

peased as the governor arose. 

The place became silent and still. 

THE GOVERNOR OPENS THE SERVICES. 

This is an unusual sight,“ said the governor, 
“to see ladies here who come to pray 
for you. They came to you with very tender 
hearts, and with warmsympathy. They know 
that every man within the sound of my voice, 
every one of you, was once an innocent little 
child—just such a child as a mother loved and 
prayed for. Every one of you has had a 
mother pray for him, ‘O God, make my boy a 
good man and a good citizen.’ 

These ladies come to you today with hearts 
like mother-hearts, knowing that you are very 
sorry possibly for a great many things you 
have done, that you are very penitent for being 
here—to offer you their sympathies and pray- 
ers and heart-help. 

“My friends, though you are in stripes, 
under the sentence of the law and under 
the condemnation of the state, I want 
to say to you—there’s hope! Don't be dis- 
couraged. Don’t give up. There's hope for 
you now of Christ and heaven. These ladies 
bring you flowers and the gospél. It may 
shock some of them to come here, to think of 
your past—it does shock their gentle natures, 
but I thank God that there isa religion that 
will bring even timid women here to carry 
Christ and the gospel. My friends—I say 

‘my friends’—my brethren in God, for you are 
not lost to humanity! Let's open our hearts 
and sing that good old song that develops the 
whole pian of the gospel, There is a fountain
